Our allies are worried because 
even now the effect of our eco- 
nomic lag is beginning to reach 
them. This is true in Western 
Europe and, more particularly, 
in Latin America. Their econo- 
mies are tied to our own. If 
ours goes down, theirs follow as 
faithfully as Mary’s lamb. 

What this does is to provide 
tremendous transfusions of prop- 
aganda blood to the Communist 
and extreme left-wing movements 
everywhere. 


Our unemployment _ statistics 
are more dangerous to us than 
sputniks. 


The Soviet decision to end 
thermo-nuclear tests is, presently, 
of incalculable damage, even 
though it had been anticipated, 
seemingly by a deliberate Soviet 
“leak’’ to newsmen in Moscow.

Deserters Given Back 
Citizenship by Court 


WASHINGTON (P—A sharply split Supreme Court 
struck*down as unconstitutional Monday a law revoking 
the U.S. citizenship of American servicemen convicted of 
desertion in wartime. 


The court’s ruling sustained the 
power of judges to impose con- 
tempt penalties without a jury 
trial or grand jury indictment. 
—Ruled, 5-4, that a Detroit 
woman, Stefana Brown, could not 
invoke the fifth amendment’s pro- 
tection against self-incrimination 
after she took the stand and testi- 
fied in her denaturalization trial.

It was estimated the ruling 
would restore the citizenship of at 
least 7,000 soldiers and airmen 
convicted of desertion by courts- 
martial in World War II and 
given dishonorable discharges.

Copter Snatches 


Skiers from Ledge 


YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK, 
Calif. #—An Army helicopter 
snatched four marooned college 
skiers from a windswept rocky 
ledge high on the snowclad slopes 
of Mt. Lyell Monday and flew 
them to a hospital. 


The hazardous rescue was made 
during a brief lull in the swirling 
snow storm that had pinned the 
Stanford students—two girls and 
two boys—to the ledge since last 
Thursday. The height of the oper- 
ation—11,600 feet—plus the weath- 
er made the operation dangerous. 


The four—Margaret Meyer, 21, 
Seattle; Lenore Lamb, 21, Orinda, 
Calif.; William Pope, 22, San 
Francisco, and Michael M. Rob- 
erts, 21, Neenah, Wis.—relaxed in 
a hospital here. Pope verged on 
pneumonia and was the weakest 
of the quartet. All were cheerful, 
especially the. girls, who seemed 
to have borne the physical ordeal 
better than the two boys. 


The helicopter was piloted by 
Chief Warrant Officers J. J. Coan- 
ey, 35, and William J. Williams of 
Fort Ord, Calif. Their feat of 
landing on the ledge, where one 
of the girls had marked off a spot 
in the snow, was hailed by rangers 
and airmen as one of the most 
daring in the history of helicopter 
rescue work». 

The four ski hikers were mem- 
bers of a party of six who set off 
on March 22 for a six-day holiday 
trip of 60 miles under the auspices 
of the Stanford Alpine Club.

For what purpose was the $1,500 
raised and where did it go? Appling 
County legislators have said there were 
no “expenses” connected with passage of 
the bill. Why was it necessary, then, for 
interested Appling citizens to donate the 
money? 

These and other matters affecting the 
entire state are a proper field for investi- 
gation by Mr. Webb and the Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury. They should be pursued 
vigorously in the interest of all citizens 
of Georgia and the facts brought to light, 
whomever they may concern. 

The alleged irregularities in certain 
road contracts in the City of Baxley and 
Appling County also might bear local in- 
vestigation. The shocking charges brought 
by Baxley Police Chief W. H. Branch 
deserve a thorough airing by someone 
other than the State Highway Dept. 

Meanwhile, Jack Nelson’s series of 


stories about roads and road building 
elsewhere in the state prove again the 
expensive and lax system with which 
taxpayers’ funds are being spent. They 


prove, too, the General Assembly's wis- 
dom in rejecting the governor’s request 
for a huge extension in bonding capacity 
for the Rural Roads Authority. 

Sol. Webb and the Fulton County 
Grand Jury have an opportunity to ren- 
der a great public service. A speedy and 
thorough probe of the Appling legisla- 
tive “expense” fund and other matters 
of like nature will be appreciated by all 
citizens.

New Airport Terminal 
Coming in Nick of Time 


Tentative but presumably “firm” 
awards by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
will bring Northwest and Transworld 
(TWA) airlines into Atlanta and at the 
same time will expand and strengthen 


routes now served by Eastern, Atlanta's 


pioneer line, Delta and Capital. 

Details are translatable only by route 
experts, but what it apparently means is 
more competition on the Florida and New 
York runs ith each line given exten- 
sions and additions which are supposed to 
“close gaps’ in their schedules and serv- 
ice. 


There is still a possibility that the 
largest of the feeder, or local lines, may 
be given entry into Atlanta. Piedmont 


has an application. It presently serves 
North Carolina and “adjoming states. 

All of this points up the growth 
of Atlanta as an aviation center. If TWA 
and the Northwest awards are made per- 
manent. it will mean that five major air- 


lines will be operating in and out of our 
airport. The new terminals and extension 
of the present runway system are coming 
none too soon.

Farm Bill Veto Shows 
Ike’s Nonpolitical Stand 


Maybe vou've heard it said that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is not “political?” 

He isn’t. He really proved. it Monday 
when he vetoed the hurried legislation 
sent to him freezing farm prices for a 
year. 

The GOP candidates in the West, Mid- 
West and Southwest had urged him to 


sign it. Piteous pleas had reached him 
from most of the Republican leaders. 
They told him the GOP outlook for the 


November congressional elections was 
poor and that a veto would mean sure 
Gisaster. 

The President retused to play politics. 
He vetoed it. 

Jubilant’ Democrats aid angry farm- 
gtate Republicans are trying to muster 
enough votes to override the presidential 
“No.” They will wait, wisely from their 
viewpoint, for the Easter vacations ‘to 
end, hoping that while at home there will 
be so much pressure on members they 
will come back and vote to override the 
veto. 

They may. There is anger in the farm 
belt. 

The President said there already were 
gurpluses and that what the’ farmers 
needed was a thaw, not a freeze. Their 
products must move in the markets and, 
he says, high support prices add to infla- 
tion and slow down consumption of farm 
products. 

Whatever one feels about the “freeze” 


bill, one must lift a hat to the President. 
He held to his principles and put what he 
considered the best interests of the coun- 


try above the desperate needs of his 
party. He may be wrong. But he did what 


he believed to be right. 
It is a rather good illustration of the 
President at his nonpolitical best.

Reds Win New Victory 
In Propaganda Struggle 


The Soviet Union has won ancther 
major propaganda victory with the an- 
nouncement yesterday that it is halting 
tests on all forms of thermonuclear 
weapons. 

It leaves the United States in an almost 
indefensible position in the eyes of world 
opinion. Even our warning to the world 
that the Russian move bypasses the West's 
insistence upon a cheat-proof inspection 
system will not offset the simple dra- 
matic announcement. 


The United States and Great Britain 
have offered to ban such tests under a 
careful inspection program. Moscow with 
its fetish of secrecy thus far has refused 
to agree to such terms. But this unilateral 
move which apparently has caught Mr. 
Dulles and the administration flatfooted 
again leaves us greatly embarrassed and 
looking for an out. 

It should be obvious to everyone by 
now that Russians are stacking up one 
propaganda victory on another in this 
continuing cold war. 


So the Soviet Union’s banning of 
thermonuclear tests is merely a propa- 
ganda device. But what do we now do to 
counter it? 

It is time for the United States to 
offer some bold moves to end the thermo- 
nuclear threat to all mankind. Obviously 
Moscow wants to force us to end bomb 
tests and to renounce all nuclear weapons 
without controls and fool-proof inspec- 
tion. 

While insisting on nuclear disarma- 
ment, the Russians also refuse to reach 
agreement on full-scale disarmament. In 
other words, they demand one-sided dis- 
armament of the West which would leave 
Europe open to invasion by the vast 
hordes of Eurasian mass armies 

While realizing the essential wisdom 
of American policy, our unimaginative 
and umbending presentation epitomized in 
the person of John Foster Dulles is made 
to order for the Kremlin.

Nighttime Delivery Plan 
Merits Early Attention 


Traffic experts are becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the fact that daytime load- 
ing and unloading of trucks in downtown 
Atlanta eventually must be banned. 

One parked truck in front of a busi- 
ness establishment can make an entire 
lane unusable for movement of vehicles. 
Atlanta already needs every inch of 
street space possible to keep traffic roll- 
ing. The need ill be compounded, as 
Traffic Engineers Karl Bevins points out, 
when the completed Expressway connec- 
tor leads all the way into the downtown 
section. 

Nighttime deliveries will pose prob- 
lems and conceivably some extra expense 
to merchants and shipping companies. 
However, they should stand to gain in 
the long run from an increased volume 
of business made possible by removing 
obstacles to transporting shoppers into 
and out of the downtown area. 

The immediate need is for an educa- 
tional program in which the mounting 
seriousness of the problem would be ex- 
plained to all concerned and a concrete 
plan of approach presented.

Another Damper Placed 
On Jekyll Development 


Just when unprecedented progress is 
being made in the development of Jekyll 
Island, up pops another obstacle. 

This one is in the form of sharp in- 
creases in the toll for crossing the Sidney 
Lanier Bridge at Brunswick, a main traf- 
fic artery to the island. 

The toll bridge authority’s hike in 
the rate, coupled with a non-transfer- 
able provision on books of tickets that 
even excludes members of the purchas- 
er’s family from using them, has drawn 
criticism from Ben Fortson, chairman of 
the Jekyll Authority. His concern is jus- 
tified. The actions are bound to have the 
effect of discouraging travel to the island. 

The current recession seems a most 
inappropriate time to be increasing tolls 
anyway. The higher price may produce 
less revenue than the old rates would 
have.

The mineral countries, Chile, 
Peru, Bolivia and Mexico, have 
been suffering from the drop in 
commodity prices. Putting up the 
tariff fence to keep out their 
minerals would produce a shock 
wave of anger throughout Latin 
America. Yet with miners out of 
work in the United States, this is 
what the Tariff Commission is 
likely to do and the pressures on 
the White House are such that 
President Eisenhower will feel he 
must go along with this recom- 
mendation. 

‘Thousands and thousands of 
families in Mexico, Peru and 
Bolivia are dependent on the 
normal production and exportation 
of lead and zinc,”’ Bolivian Am- 
bassador Victor Andrade said in 
a recent speech. 

‘‘Now we are faced with the 
threat that a tariff may make 
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north are’ asking embarrassing 
impossible that most of those 
mines be able to continue operat- 
ing. I cannot but sincerely be 
alarmed not only by the damaging 
impact that such a situation will 
bring to our economies but also 
by the strange feeling of distrust 
that may grow in large commu- 
nities of our Americas, a feeling 
that will undoubtedly be utilized 
by the enemies of freedom and 
democracy.” — 

The effect of the American re- 
cession—along with a perhaps in- 
evitable decline in the world boom 
—is multiplied many times over 
south of the border. 

One of the most ancient. griev- 
ances concerns oil. The two larg- 
est countries, Brazil and Argen- 
tina, would like to develop their 
own oil resources without the par- 
ticipation of the big United States 
companies. They want help 
through loans from Washington 
to develop reserves. and re- 
fineries. ) 

But Washington's policy is to 
say no to government loans for 
purposes for’ which private capital 
from the United States is avail- 
able. And the big North Ameri- 
can oil companies have been 
eager to go into’ Brazil and the 
Argehtine. 

Pride is at stake here. The 
Russians are said to have offered 
Brazil oil-drilling equipment as 
part of a trade deal. That is the 
kind of bait which could be very 
tempting as the old ties with the 
north are threatened by an eCo- 
nomic crisis.

U.S. Dollars Build 
Free World Shield 


WASHINGTON — 


The mutual security pro 
gram of the United States is arousing more 
interest this year than in the decade of its 


existence, The program is strongly supported by the Seesidend, the 
secretary of state and the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff: 
and it is supported just as strongly by the previous President of 
the United States and his secretary of state and by the previous 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Recently, a confefence on for- 
eign aspects of U.S. national se- 
curity was held in Washington. 
More than 1,200 leaders in agri- 
culture, business, labor, educa- 
tion, the church and civic organi- 
zations met for a discussion of 
the mutual security program. In 
spite of the bipartisan support 
which the program has attracted, 
it is still referred to by a vocal 
minority as ‘‘Operation Rathole.”’ 

Why this effort to becloud the 
issue? 

Since World War II, the United 
States has spent about 60 billion 
dollars in various forms of for- 
eign aid. About 20 billion dollars 
of this has been in the form of 
loans. We have every reason to 
believe that this will be repaid. 

What have we got for the 40 


billion dollars we have “given 
away” in foreign aid? 
Our greatest accomplishment 


has been the part such aid has 
played in the recovery of Europe. 
I cannot believe that anyone will 
deny the 13 billion dollars we 
spend under the Marshall Plan 
was money well invested. 

We helped save Greece and 
Turkey from chaos and probably 
from communism. We helped the 
countries of Western Europe not 
only to get back on their feet but 
to achieve levels of production 
far beyond their prewar levels. 

Well, what have we done with 
the other 27 billion dollars of 
taxpayers’ money that has been 
handed out around the world? 

We have put 13 billions of it into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. NATO is composed of the 
United States, Canada and 13 na- 
tions of Europe. It is the most 
powerful peacetime alliance in 
the history of the world. We have 
spent several billions to support 
the military strength essential to

HOLLYWOOD, Calif.—The TV 
pilot virus is again running 
through the body of Hollywood 
TV film preduction. The fever an- 
nually rises at this time, fed by 
spring and summer program Can- 
cellations. 

A pilot film is a sample of an 
unsold series costing an average 
$50,000 to $60,000. In theory it 
shows the sponsor what the en- 
tire series will be like. Often pi- 
lot costs are provided by some- 
one other than the producer, who 
feels that the future of television 
is bleak indeed unless his pet 
creation gets on the air. 

Disappointment roosts as often 
on a producer, network or inde- 
pendent, as on lesser mortals. 
The possibility, however, doesn’t 
prevent them from sowing their 
hopes, widely and often. 


NEW VENTURES 


TV trade papers report about 
13 new ventures. They ranged in 
content from crime to situation 
comedy to period Mississippi to 
G-Men to space and beyond. 
Most are destined only to be ex- 
pressions of pure hope. Some 
will reach public and critical 
scrutiny with all the attendant 
perils. 

Last year some 130 pilots were 
made and about 30 made the big 
time. Screen gems, for example, 
announced more than a dozen and 
only a fraction bloomed. 

Just how much money Colum-

dropped on unsold pilots last | 


ent, 
year is not known, but the amount 
is rumored to have been consider- 
able. 

Screen Gems—and/or Columbia 
Pictures—can absorb the unre- 
couped cost. of still-born pilots, 
but what of the independent who 
ties most of his resources up in 
a few projects? He’s playing a 
non-fatal game of Russion rou- 
lette. 


SCREWS TIGHTER 


This spring producers are find- 
ing the economic screws tight- 
ening in such a way as to pro- 
vide them an abundance of ex- 
quisite pain. A producer hardly 
even hopes to get an order for a 
season’s run of product, 39 half- 
hours. An initial order for 26 is a 
windfall. Now, with sponsors re-

appraising their advertising budg- 
ets in the light of a wheezing na- 
tional economy, the tendency is 
to order fewer while demanding 
proof of the merit of what is or- 
dered. 

This is manifested by adver- 
tising agency requests to see not 
only the pilot, but also scenarios 
of subsequent episodes. A _ pro- 
ducer who must pay up to $2,000 
for a script may fail to see the 
necessity. 


Some—both agency and sup- 
plier—are beginning to subscribe 
to the quaint theory that goes, 
“If one of a thing is good, two 
are even better.”” The Columbia 
Broadcasting System, for exam- 
ple, has taped two episodes of 
its new ‘‘Pursuit’’ series feeling 
this will increase its chances for 
a sale. And pilots have been re- 
shot when one form failed to 
stimulate interest. 


Some feel that in a year or two 
sponsors may be going so far as 
to ask to see a substantial por- 
tion or even a whole cycle of fin- 
ished episodes before deciding 
on whether to buy. Since an ini- 
tial cycle of 13 half-hours costs 


at least $400,000, marginal inde- 
pendents operating on hope and 
borrowed money may be finding 
the league has grown too big for 
them. 


On the other hand, bigger opera- 
tors like National Telefilm As- 
sociates can take the gamble. 
That company has the resources 
to produce 13 or 26 films and 
know that at the very worst they 
can retrieve production costs by 
regional syndication through their 
own distribution apparatus. 


These efforts by sponsors to in- 
sure an effective return for their 
money are understandable, even 
to producers. An NTA official last 
week frankly admitted the point 
of no return was being reached. 

This warning has been heard 
each year, and each year at sell- 
ing time commitments have been 
coming later and more reluctant- 
lv. Last year’s observations that 
the networks had an unhealthy 
amount of available time brought 
sputtering denials, but subsequent- 
ly it proved to be the toughest 
selling season of all. This year, 
many believe, the resiliency of TV 
may be truly tested.

A letter to the editor of the Atlanta Constitu- 


tion, from Mrs. Chester E. Martin, who signs as 
“Chairman of Conservation for the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs,” a 
states that my column of 
March 8 is ‘‘confusing’’ and 
asking if I really think the 
foresters are waging war 
against hardwood trees. 

May I suggest to anyone in- 
terested enough to make an 
inquiry that he or she ask the 
State Department of Forestry 
how many thousands of Georgia 
acres they sprayed with poison 
by helicopter and plane from 
the air last year. The poison 
they use is 2, 4, 
tree-killing chemical. They spray it from the 
air over large areas, to destroy what they term 
as ‘undesirable hardwoods, such as oaks.”’ 

This poison doesn’t fall or collect only on the 
oaks. All broad-leaf trees from the ground up 
are killed. Belonging to the broad-leafs are such 
species as dogwood, holly, haw, beech, sumach

fy our forests, but which furnish much food for 
the wild birds and animals. 


The forest citizens—birds and animals—de- 
pend on such things as acorns, service berries, 
red haw or crataegus, plum, and many others 
for their fruits and seeds. Pine trees also fur- 
nish much feed for the wild creatures—for only 
a few weeks in the year. Pine seeds come along 
in early fall, are usually gone by winter, and 
for the remainder of the year, a pine thicket is 
a barren spot in as far as wilderness victuals 
are concerned. 


There is no doubt in anyone’s mind that pines 
are an important crop in this state. They have 
a sizeable spot in our economy. They furnish 
raw material for several industries, including 
the paper mills and turpentine industry. But for 
anyone to try to convince you and me that hard- 
wood trees are the enemies of the forest because 
they are in competition with the pines, it even 
strains my own simple intellect. 

We've learned several times that we can't 
have prosperity in this country by growing only 
one crop. Eventually a policy of that kind catches 
up with itself.

Pine leaves—we know them as 
needles—are not designed to take vast quantities 
of water out of the soil and turn it into the 
atmosphere, to keep our land pleasant and liv- 
able in the hot months. Nor do your pine needles 
as swiftly change the poisonous carbon monoxide 
given off by animals — including us —into the 
sweet, pure oxygen which is one of the necessi- 
ties of life. 

Don’t. take my word for it. Ask your state 


forester what his plant poison, 2, 4, 5-T does to 


such plants as honeysuckle, dogwood and all the 


flowering broad-leafed species. You might also 


ask him what’s going to happen to many of the 
song birds and many of the animals when our 
land is a solid forest of pine trees, rowed and 
cropped like corn. A lot of people would be in- 
terested in the answer.

Little Acts 
Of Kindness 


While friends, as Muv would put it, are splitting their britches 
to provide me with fun and festivity these days, it may seem an 
odd time to bring up this subject. But have you thought about 
loneliness lately? 

Frankly, I hadn't. And I'm extremely subject te bouts of 
loneliness too, but usually when it's coupled with homesickness 
and I’m far away from my own. That's probably why the letter 
in the morning mail struck me with its poignancy. 


It’s a long letter, filled with affectionate, warmly related de- 
tails of a woman’s life, her childheod in the mountains, her feel- 
ing fer the plain, good man and woman who were her parents and 
the generous, hard-working man who is her husband. She didn’t 
write her letter for publication so it was movingly personal with 
the kind of detail that made me feel that I really knew her— 
the financial struggle, the frozen pipes, the illness, the Christ- 
mas when her husband didn’t have a cent te buy her a present 
and was so exhausted from helping some neighbars he slept moat 
of the day, as she wrote, “He gave me the best present of all 
because as I watched him sleep I realized that I married a truly 
good man—probably one of the best men in the world.” 


But there are a few lines in the letter that I don’t think she’d 
mind my quoting. Some of them concern Atlanta, where she 
lived happily for a time, and one line summed up the small town 
not so far away where she is lonely, puzzled by the paradox 
of people who work hard in the church and missionary society 
and are indifferent to the needs of their neighbors. 

That line: “This is an unloving community.” 


It may not be altogether true. But it’s the way it seems to her 
and that’s a tragedy because if he people in that small town knew 
how she needs and values small evidences of friendship they 
would almost surely rally. It's the not know that’s the tragedy. 
We so often don’t know and don’t try to find out about the people 
near us whe may feel the edge of our ‘‘unloving.”’ 


Happily, she had a better experience in Atlanta. She lived 
for a little while on West Peachtree street. 

“Naturally I didn't expect visiting like I experienced in my 
home town. But I'll tell you what made up for it—the wonderful 
friendliness of the parents at Spring Street School. They eall 
New York the melting By of America, I'd call Spring Street 
School the melting pot of Atlanta. Rich kids, poor kids and kids 
from destitute families go there, as well as the in-between and 
the well-to-do. All I can say is that it didn't matter that I'd been 
wearing the same clothes for years and we didn’t have anything. 
People were so friendly and good. We had some friends at the 
school who were Protestant, Catholic and Jewish and the sweet- 
est neighbors who were Greeks.”’ 


She enumerated small acts of kindness and they weren’t any- 
thing special—little thoughtfulnesses that didn’t cost anything or 
take much time-—but she remembers them and cherishes them. 
And then she mentioned @ name well known to countless At- 
lantans -— Arthur, the traffie policeman at the Spring Street 
School crossing. 


Arthur, loved by thousands of Atlanta children who go to or 
have been to Spring Street and valued by their parents, was kind 
to this woman, went out of his way to see that her child was 
safe. He will be remembered by her the rest of her life in tet 
“unloving community.” 

Does somebody want to give Arthur an award as one of At 
lanta’s outstanding neighbors? I hereby nominate him. The full 
name is Arthur Rollery and he’s a wonderful representative of all 
the nameless, kind people among us.

Inventories Drop, 


So Buying Nears 


By LESLIE GOULD 


There are signs that the business recession is 
flattening out. 


. Consumption is running ahead of production. This 
as Deen SO now for several months. The result is 
that inventories are being reduced to a point that re- 
plenishment buying will soon have to be resumed. 

Housing starts are definitely ahead of a year ago. 

_ Spending by consumers is holding up, only a very small decline 
being shown in retail sales, partly due to the poor weather. 

If it weren’t for the drop in business spending for capital ex- 
pansion and improvement and the slump in the automobile industry, 
si a) +«there would be no recession. 

| There would be instead more of the same 
rolling readjustments that have marked the 
boom—expanding lines more than offsetting those 
having difficulties. 

While auto sales are off substantially from a 
year ago—32 per cent—and inventories of new 
cars are large—nearly 900,000—the industry is 
more optimistic than the figures. 

There are indications that this year will see 
a return to the former pattern of a spring pick 
up. This did not happen in the two previous 
: sae. years. G.M., the leader, is figuring on this, and 
Leslie Gould its optimism is based on the fact January and 
February sales were down more than the indicated desires of car 
owners, as shown in the Federal Reserve’s consumer survey. 

While this is largely conjecture, there are some actual figures 
pointing to such a development. These are used car sales, which 
have turned up earlier and more abruptly than normal. Also, prices 
are firmer. 

Two developments have served as a brake on new car sales. 
The weather and the talk in Washington of a reduction in the excise 
tax. a — ae Congress to meet the excise tax rumors is to 
promptly e this action, or to set as

The drop in the automobile business has adversely affected 
many other lines. Steel is one of these. About a third of the steel 
business is with the motor industry. In spite of this, the steel in- 
dustry had made a major correction of its inventories, too heavy a 
year ago. Since last summer inventories of finished steel have been 
reduced 25 per cent, and with consumption continuing to run ahead 
ws production there may be some shortages instead of excess sup- 
plies. 

; The decline in capital expenditures presents more of a problem. 
No change in this trend is likely this year and maybe not until well 
into next, if then. There is an overcapacity of plant. The real 
pressure for new plant is to increase productivity to offset the 
wage spiral and the inflation. 

There is a lot of present plant capacity that could well be 
scrapped, but its replacement takes capital. To attract capital, a 
business must be able to show profits, and profits are being 
squeezed by the higher wages and the inflation. | 

The picture as to profits may not be as dark, though, as some 
have painted it. For one thing, in a period such as the present, the 
more efficient plants are kept in operation. Also labor productivity 
tends to rise. Gone are two of the biggest factors in lessened pro- 
ductivity—worker indifference and a high labor turnover. Then, 
some basic materials are coming down, aluminum and copper being 
the most recent. 

Once business starts to turn around, the profit picture should 
vastly improve. That augurs well for the stock market, but in- 
vestors will need more than ever to be selective in their purchases.
